THE HAYTIEN TROUBLES. 


CONFLICTING REPORTS AS TO HYPPOLYTE’S 
DEATH—INDISCRIMINATE SLAUGHTER. 

New York, June 18.—Reports from Hay- 
ti bearing on the rumored assassination of 
Hippolyte are conflicting. The report of 
Hippolyte’s death was brought here by the 
Atias Line steamer Alvo, direct from Haytien 
ports. The officers reported that the report 
was freely circulated at Jacmel and other 
ports in the neighborhood of Port-au-Prince. 
At Jacmel the populace was found in a high 
state of excitement on June 6, on 
account of the frequent murder of prisoners 
by order of the Government. When the 
news reached tbat city that 160 citizens had 
been put to death at Port-au-Prince the 
people denounced the wholesale siaughter. 
Asa result six of the Jacmel people, who 
were the loudest in their denunciation, were 
thrown in prison anda few days iater were 
taken out by Hippolyte’s soldiersand put to 
death in the presence of their families and 
friends.

PRESIDENT BARILLAS DENOUNCED AS A TYRANT 
—ILLEGAL PROCEEDINGS. 


City oF MExico, via Galveston, June i18.— 
El Partdo, Liberal semi-official organ of the 
Mexican Government, says the financial con-¢ 
dition of Guatemala is terrible; that the in-

An Aeronaut’s Terrible Fate While 
Making an Ascension in France. 


THE BALLOON, WITH TWO OCCUPANTS, 
DISAPPEARS AMONG THE CLOUDS, 


A Sharp Lookout Being Kept for the Run- 
away Balloon—Train Hands to Blame— 
Drowned While Yachting—The Swiss 
Railroad Disaster—Careless Rocket 
Firing. 


PaRis, June 18.—A fatal balloon trip, re- 
sulting almost to a certainty in the loss of 
three lives, occurred at La Villette yesterday 
afternoon. A balloon containing a profes- 
sional aeronaut and two other parsons made 
an aseent about midday from La Villette, the 
aerial venture being watched by crowds of 
people. When the balloon had reached a 
height of not more than sixty feet from the 
ground, the aeronaut, who had been busily 
engaged about the outside of the car, was 
seen to suddenly lose his balance, make a 
desperate effort toregain it and then fall 
whirling to the earth. He was picked up 
BO terribly injured that it is 
said there is no prospect of 
saving his life. In the meanwhile, the bal- 
loon and its two remaining occupants, both 
of whom were entirely ignorant of the man- 
ner in which a balloon is handled, mounted 
up higher and higher into the air, growing to 
the sight smaller and smaller until it was 
finally lost sight of entirely among the 
clouds. The Government officials have tele- 
graphed to the Prefects in the outlying de- 
partments to make allthe inquiries possible 
in regard to the fate of the two occupants of 
the balloon, but uptothis morning nothing 
has been heard of their whereabouts. It is 
feared that the balloon will ascend to a 
height that will cause its unfortunate occu- 
pants to be frogen to death and thatthe bal- 
loon wil soon after collapse and its remains, 
together with the bodies of the two unfortun- 
ates, mayfind a final resting place in the 
ocean. 


CABLE ROAD ACCIDENTS.

THE HEWCOMBES. 


A New York Millionaire in a Private In- 
sane Asylum. 

New York, June #.—H. Victor Newcomb, 
one of New York’s miilionaire speculators, is 
in a private asylum for the insane near the 
city. The doctors who certified as to his 
mental unsoundness state that he is Mable, if 
unrestrained, to infilet bodily injury upon 
those he insanely suspects. His family had 
him confined. Mr. Newcomb has been ill for 
about a year, butit was not until recently 
that he gave any evidence of falling mind. 
On his way home from Europe iast 
October he gave the first signs. Henry {M. 
Stanley, the explorer, was on board the ship 
and Mr. Newcomb declared that Stanley was 
plotting to kilJ him. It was with great dim- 
culty that Mrs. Newcomb restrained her hus- 
bund on that occasion. On another occasion 
Mr. Newcomb had the notion that H. M. 
Flagier,the Standard of] millionaire,was con- 
trolling him by a peculiar mechanical and 
electrical device. He secured a pistol and 
deciared his intention of killing Mr. Flagier. 

Mr. Newcomb’s insanity is in all proba- 
bility inherited partiy from his mother. 
His father, H. D, Newcomb 
of Louisville, Ky., was avery wealthy man 
and well known all through the South. At the 
time of his death he was living with his sec- 
ond wife, who was a Miss Smith of Louisville. 
The first Mrs. Newcomb was then, and at the 
time of Mr. Newcomb’s death, in an asylum 
at Somerville, Mass. The first Mrs. New- 
comb, mother of H. Victor, was a Miss Reed, 
and tad always beena little eccentric. She 
had five children, H. Victor being the oldest. 
When the last child was Porn she became in- 
sane, and her «ssaccnd was com- 
pelled to keep a constant watch 
upon her. One day she managed 
to get rid of the nurse, and going to the room 
in the third story of her house, locked her- 
self in with her children. She prayed for 
them and said that she could not bear to 
think that they must suffer all the hardships 
of life. Then taking the three youngest. 
threw them out of the window. They were 
allinstantiy killed. The two oldest, Victor 
and his brother Herman, resisted until as- 
sistance came. 

While Mrs.Newcom)? was still in the asylum 
Mr. Newcomb fell inlove with a Miss Nina 
Smith, who was then avery young and very 
beautiful girl. He was some 6 years of age. 
He had a measure passed in the Legislature 
making insanity grounds for divorce and 
then married Miss Smith. It was afterwards 
held that the act was unconstitutional. 


A gentleman of this city, familiar with the 
history of the NewcomDs, explains the mat- 
rimonial affairs of the elder Newcomb) as fol- 
lows: 

H. D. Newcomb and his second wife were 
never separated. He settled a large sum on 
her when they were married, and when he 
died made special bequests to her and the 
two children she had by him, in addition to 
the life interest of one-third which he thought 
the law would give her in his estate. But Vic 
Newcomb brought sult asthe next friend of 
his mother, still living inthe asylum, and 
Judge Bruce of Louisville heid that the first 
Mrs. Newcomb had never been divorced ie- 

lly, and was the only lawful wife H. D. 
Newcomb ever had; and that while the second 
ma was void as to the rties to it, the 
innocent offspring of it were legitimate. 

The second Mrs. Newcomb was so bent on 
marrying old men that though still young 
and beautiful she married the septuagena- 
rian turfman, Richard Ten Broeck, who had 
at that time iost about al of his wealth. 


FIFTY CENTS ON THE DOLLAR. 


The Compromise Offered by a San Fran- 
cisco Publishing House. 

Sam Francisco, Cal., June i18.—The J. 
Dewing Co., book publishers and dealers in 
fine art goods, this city, bas issued a circular 
to its creditors, offering to compromise its 
indebtedness by paying 3 cents on $i.

Ex-Treasurer Bardsley to Make a State- 
ment on Being Sentenced. 


THE MISUSE OF THE PUBLIC FUNDS IN- 
TRUSTED TO HIM. 


The Depositing of Money Beyond the Legal 
Limit the Beginning and End of His 
Wrong Doing—What Figure the Key- 
stone Bank Plays in the Case—A White- 
wash. 


NEw YorE, June 18.—The Philadelphia cor- 
respondent of a morning paper telegraphs 
that ‘‘John Bardsley bas a defense after all, 
and one not without plausibility and rea- 
son.”’’ When he pleaded to all the indict- 
ments which charged him with malfeasance 
in office and misuse of the public funds he did 
not intend to accept condemnation and the 
penitentiary without some kind of an effort 
to combat public opinion that was so strong 
againsthim. When he is arraigned for sen- 
tence on these indictments next Tuesday he 
will make a statement which will present 
his side of the story, so far as he 
is willing to tell it. This statement 
he has been busy with in his prison cell for 
several days. It is understood that it is now 
practically completed, and a person who is 
familiar with the whole story and has seen 
what Bardsley has written has given your 
correspondent the gist of it. 

‘*The statement,’’ so this authority says, 
‘‘will not go into detal) to any great extent. 
In the first place, Bardsley does not think he 
is a thief. Hewill stoutly deny any inten- 
tional dishonesty. He will admit, as he has 
admitted in court, that he violated the letter 
of the law in two particulars, first, by loan- 
ing the public funds for profit, and, 
second, by depositing fn the Keystone 
Bank and elsewhere money beyond the 
limit fixed by the City Councils. This, he 
will assert, was the beginning and the end of 
his offending. He will not urge that in these 
respects be was only following the prece- 
dents set by a longline of his Republican 
predecessors in office, but he might justly do 
so, the fact is so well known as to the way 
the money was lost. Bardsley will throw the 
whole responsibility on the Keystone Bank. 
Now this is very important. There are two 
probable theories about Bardsley’s defaica- 
tion. Either he stole the public 
funds deliberately and 
they were lost or 
the bank after he had 
them there. He deposited there in good faith 
the missing $925,000 of due Dills, and that is 
all he knows aboutthem. He had nothing to 
do with their disappearance from the bank 
and will assert his ignorance of their present 
whereabouts. The total amount of loss to 
the public funds through Bardsley’s transac- 
tions has been variously figured here at from 
$1,300,000 to $2,200,000. 

EXPLAINING ERRONEOUS ESTIMATES. 

Bardsiey will take the position that it Is 
only $1,045,000 and that part of this is recover- 
able. The way other erroneous estimates 
are arrived at he will then proceed to explain 
thus: Hewlllsaythat he became aware a 
long time ago of the fact that the 
public money which he had deposited 
in the Keystone Bank had been lost there. 
As he had technically violated the 
law in making the deposits, he could not say 
anything publicly about the matter. He, 
therefore, took money from other funds to 
meet the payments coming due from the 
funds which had been lost. Each payment 
thus taken has been added to the original 
loss, and the alleged total of $2,200,000 is 
reached; but asa matter of fact, the actual 
loss is only $945,000 for the original due Dilis, 
and $100,000 for other matter. The other mat- 
ter came about from his efforts to recover 
himself when he found that the bank had 
swallowed up the $945,000, andis represented 
by the $100,000 worth of West Chicago street- 
car stock which was discovered the other day. 
He bought this stock with the public funds 
with the expectation that its rise in value 
would enable him to restore some of the 
missing money and meet some of the pay- 
ments as they came due. This expectation 
was realizedin part. He had also some rea- 
son to think that part at least of the $046,000 
would be made good from other sources. As 
to the time when he discovered the shortage 
in the bank, that is not very clear, but the 
fact that he bought the street car stock a year 
ago is some indication. It will raise a ques- 
tion whether some of the city funds 
were not involved im the Lacas defal- 
cation on the bank. In that case 
Bardsley must have known about it 
very soon after he camé into office. There is 
just a remote possibility that he knew of it 
before and that explains the evidence which 
District Attorney Graham found that Bards- 
ley had planned to loan the public money 
before he became City Treasurer. This, 
however, is only speculation. There will be 
nothing in Bardsiey’s statement that will 
throw light on that point. He will content 
himself with saying that when his December 
and January payments came due last year he 
was obliged on aceount of the losses in the 
bank to draw money from other funds to 
meet them. 

OTHER SPECULATIONS. 


He will admit also other speculations with

New Yoru, June 18.—A morning paper has 
the following to say in regard to the affairs 
of the New York Life Insurance Co.: 

Within a fortnight Beers of the New 
York Life Insurance Co.. will send his resig- 
nation to the Board of Trustees of that cor- « 
poration. Within sixty days the State In- 
surance Department will have concluded its 
investigation of the affairs of the company 
and found them all right. Within a week 
after the resignation of President Beers has 
been received, the Board of Trustees will re- 
fuse to accept it, and will give Mr. Beersas 
clean a coat of summer immaculateness, s0 
far as the compauy is concerned, as Supt. 
Pierce will bestow upon the corporation. 

To explain why Mr. Beers’ resignation will 
be promptly declined, it is only necessary to 
say that he has the control of the votes of 
five-eighths of the premium holders by means 
of proxies and that this avowedly mutual 
company where all are supposed to share 
alike, is as close a corporation as the Equit- 
able Society, which has a large amount of 
stock, most of it being in the possession of 
President Hyde. Of course, under these cir- 
cumstances, an insincere resignation would 
be the vertest farce, but that is what the 
officers of the company seem to be de- 
termined to make of this step. 
The reason for it? Simply to convince the

LABOR NEWS. 


The Chicago Trades Unions and the 
World's Fair. 


Cuicaco, Ul., June 18.—The joint commit- 
tee of the trades union of the city have de- 
cided to send a letter to President Harrison, 
asking that inall work done by the Federal 
Government in connection with the World’s 
Fairthe eight-hour day be recognized, all 
disputes settled by arbitration and not 
less than the recognized minimum 
scales of wages for the various 
trades recognized in this city be paid. 
Another letter has been ordered to be sent to 
Samuel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, asking him not to take 
any action on a request from the Labor Con- 
gress branch of the World’s Fair Auxiliary 
for assistance in organizing a World’s Fair 
labor congress in connection with the Fair, 
until the committee can furnish him a report 
of the laborers’ ineffectual works with the 
local directory in behalf of a minimum scale 
of wages. 

A circular has also been issued to the work- 
ingmen of America and Europe warning 
them not to come to Chicago in the expecta- 
tion of getting plenty of work and higher 
wages in connection with the construction 
of the World’s Fair buildings. It points out 
that the buildimgs are alito be 
within eighteen months, and that wages are 
likely to be lower instead of higher because 
of the surplus of labor already here.

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Brotherhood Telegraphers Will Join 
the Order. 


THE TWO ORGANIZATIONS TO GO INTO 
THE FEDERATION. 


Mortimer D. Shaw Captures the O. R. T. 
Convention by a Ringing Speech—A 
Strike Constitution Adopted—Delegates 
Threaten to Enjoin the Officers in the 
Courts From Making the Change. 


When the convention ofthe Order of Rail- 
way Telegraphers went into session this 
morning in Odd Fellows’ Hall there seemed 
little chance that the proposal of the Brother- 
hood telegraphers for a consolidation of the 
two organizations would be accepted, At 
the afternoon session yesterday 
the matter, together with the 
proposition to make the ordera striking one 
and join the powerful Federation of Railway 
Employes, was thoroughly discussed, and 
most of the strikers took the ground that 
either one of the plans proposed would, if 
adopted, be rufnous to theorder, by chal- 
lenging the railroads toan immediate fight 
upon the members. 
TO STRIKE OR NOT. 

The discussion was upon the report of the 
Judiciary Committee, which recommended 
somewhat doubtfully that the convention 
strike out from the constitution this clause, 
which appearsinthe declaration of princi- 
ples: 

**‘No member of this organization shall use 
his influence to create a strike,and any mem- 
ber so doing shali be immediately expelled.’’ 
The convention adjourned for the morning 
in the middle of the debate, leaving it to be 
resumed to-day. Before the convention met 
this morning the party opposed to consolida- 
tion seemed to have the best of ft. Ina cau- 
cus held in room 100of the Laclede Hotel, a 
constitution of the order was produced and 
sec. 1 ofart. 1 read. 

AN INJUNCTION AGAINST CONSOLIDATION. 
This declares in effect thatto change the 
constitution a majority vote of the delegates 
toa convention must first recommend the 
amendment, which is thento be voted on 
a year later at the next  wmeet- 
ing of the Grand Division, as the convention 
is called. The anti-consolidation party cir- 
culated copies of the constitution freely 
among the delegates who leaned towards 
amalgamation to show them that the prop- 
osition to change the constitution at once 
was out of the question, and one of 
the Western delegates made the 
threat in the room of Chief Telegrapher 
A. D. Thurston, to gointo court and put an 
injunction against the officers if the conven- 
tion attempted to carry out the scheme. The 
Pe being incorporated this could be readily 

one, 

LEAVING OUT THE BROTHERHOOD. 
In spite of this, however. a majority of the 
delegates went to the hall this 
morning with the intention of 
expunging the anti-strike clause and joining 
the Federation, but refusing to take in the 
Brotherhood Telegraphers who, they 
claimed, had too many commercial operators 
in the order to affiliate with railway men. 
This plan came to the ears of the friends 
of the Brotherhood before the convention 
got fairly to work, and within a short time 
afterwards it became known that telegrams 
had been received from both F. B. Sargent, 
Ohief of the Brotherhood of Firemen and 
President of the Supreme Council of 


that both plans would be thrown overboard 
for want of a leader, and they sent outa 
messenger to find Mortimer D. Shaw, who 
had by this time almost given up hope of the 
consolidation. He went up to the hall 
and the wrangling delegates greeted him 
with great applause. Shaw made a 
ee that lasted nearly an hour; and when 
he finished the consolidation was a foregone 
conclusion. The changein the constitution 
was taken up as soon as he left the hall, and 
the committee’s recommendation adopted by 
avote of 115to 12, That left the order eligible 
to membership in the Federation, if the 
Brotherhood of Telegraphers was taken in. 
SHAW WINS A VICTORY. 

Amotion to adopt the- proposition of the 
Brotherhood for the appointment of a Con- 
ference Committee was adopted unanimous- 
ly, and the committee then adjourned until 
the afternoon. 

Chief Telegrapher will appoint the 
committee for the order this afternoon, 
and willbe itschairman. Shaw will be the 
chairman of the other committee, The only 
material point of difference between the two 
organizations is, now that the order has 
eliminated its strike clause, the eligibility 
paragraph. The brotherhood makes all per- 
sons eligible who are white telegraph 
operators or have been. This paragraph 
being inserted in the order’s constitution 
will make the two organigations identical. 
The committee will report to-morrow to the 
convention, being in session now, andthe 
adoption of the report will end the business. 

The convention will adjourn to-morrow,

Sensational Charges.

he threatened the lives of both and was only 
quieted by the receipt of a severe thrashing 
atthe hands of the mixer of drugs.

The slender purse of the 
salaried or wage-earning husband will 
be found ito be over-taxed and in deep 
disgust at the beautiful theories which 
operate to makeafew men rich and all

Schele, whe was tried and convicted of the 
murder of Constable Drucker three years ago, 
while resisting arrest, was hanged here at 
10:36 this morning. He madea short speech 
fon the gallows, saying he was sorry for his 
sins and he expected to obtain pardon from 
Almighty God, 

SCHELE’S CRIME. 

The crime for which Schele wag executed 
Was as follows: On Jan. 25, 1887, Constable 
Louis Drucker, while attempting to arrest 
Schele for violating the license law was shot 
by Schele who had concealed himself in an 
upper room of his house and thrust the muz- 
gle of his gun through a window. New 

was a non-license town and 
a law and order league had »been 
formed to secure the enforcement of 
the law. Amo others who had been 
prosecuted for ling Hqnor were Schele 
and upon the day of the erime,when Drucker 
went to the house of the German saloon- 
keeper, the latter had barricaded his door, 
refusing to admit the constable. Drucker 
then went back to the center of the village 
and procured assistance. When they ar- 
rived at the house again they proceeded to 
the front door. When Drucker was within 
twenty feet of the house there was a flash, a 
loud report, and the constable throwing up 
his hands,exclaimed: ‘‘Brant, I’m—.’’ These 
words were saidto William Brant, whoac- 
companied the Constable, and they were the 
last ever uttered by him. Death followed 
immediately after. After shooting Drucker 
Schele held a pistol to his own head and fired 
a bullet, but the wound did not prove fatal. 
Exra H. Hall, an ex-Oonstable who was with 
Drucker, then broke into the house, 
and, proceeding up-stairs, found the 
German lying upon the bed, Beside him 
were the gun, with which the shooting was 
done, a revolver, a hatchet, a dirk, two 
boxes of cartridges. Schele was then arrest- 
ed and was guarded in his own house for sev- 
eral days, while he was suffering from self- 
inflicted wounds. The homicide created great 
excitement in New Canaan, and the indigna- 
tion of the people against Schele was un- 
bounded.

A Strange Suicide at the Foot of Davis 
Street. 


COVERED WITH BLOOD, A MAN JUMPS 
INTO THE RIVER. 


His Body Recovered, But Not Yet Identi- 
fied—Eelly’s Light Sentence—Refuses 
to Name Her Assailiant—A Shot ata 
Fugitive—An Incendiary’s Work.

Kelly Gets a Light Sentence. 

The sealed verdict returned last evening in 
the case of Matt Kelly was opened by Deputy 
Clerk Judge in the Criminal! Court this morn- 
ing. Kelly was found guilty of manslaughter 
in the fourth degree and his punismment 
fixed at imprisonment in the Penitentiary 
for a term of two years. A motion for a new 
trial will be fled to-day. 

Kelly was convicted of the Killing of - 
vate Watchmdn John Furlong. The - 
ceased in the discharge of his duty had made 
himself objectionable to a number of young 
hoodlums living in North St. Louis. As shown 
by the evidence submitted yesterday in the 
trial of the case, Furlong, on the night of 
March 2, 1689, was attacked while passing the 
corner of Fifteenth and Franklin avenue, 
and so severely beaten by his eight or ten as- 
sailants that he died four days later from the 
effects of a fracture of the skull. 

The testimony submitted at the trial 
showed that Kelly, Thomas Foley, Nick 
Grifin and a young man named Reardon 
were parties tothe assault. Foley and Kelly, 
however, had taken the principal parts in 
the attack, a biow from Kelly’s fist Knocking 
Furiong’s head against the stone curbing and 
thus inflicting the tnjury which caused his 
death. Both Kelly and Foley fied. Kelly was 
arrested as he left the gates of the peniten 
tiary at Joliet where he had served a 
term of one year for iarceny from 
the person. Foley was caught at 
Dallas, Tex. The men were jointly 
indicted for murder in the first degree and 
took a severance. When Attorney Orrick C. 
Bishop for the State and F. A. C. McManus for 
the defense had submitted the case 
afternoon, the jury took just one bour to re- 
turn a sealed verdictas above noted. Up 
to alate hour this afternoon Kelly had not 
succeeded in securing a new bond for his ap- 
pearance to answer when action is taken on 
his motion for a new trial.

THE STATE’S SIDE OF THE FOREST PARE 
CASE. 


Why Gchweickhardt Should Not Be 
Granted the Privilege of Selling Liquor 
in the Park—The Objections Succinctly 
Set Forth. 


The State’s brief in the Forest Park case 
was filled this morning th Judge Klein by 
C. Eildon Gibson and H M. Bond of the 
firm of Gibson, Bond & Gibson. The case is 
that of the State against the city and Charles 
Schweickhardt on the question of the city’s 
right to lease to Schweickhardt the privilege 
of selling liquors fand refreshments 
in Forest Park. Some days ago 
Mr. Marshall, the City Counselor, as 
attorney for the city of St. Louis, filed his 
brief, in which he set forth his reasons why 
the city couid control, lease, or otherwise 
dispose of Forest Park to sult ttself. To-day 
Messrs. Gibson and Bond filed papers show- 
ing why beyond a certain point the city could 
mot do so. 

THE ARGUMESTS. 

The arguments set forth in the State’s brief 
are as follows: 

1. The ordinance m terms grants to 
Schweickhardt the exclusive privilege to 
sell liquors in the entire park forten years, 
and this grant, if valid, cannot be impaired 
by the State or city, and is in its nature ir- 
revocable. The copstitution prohibits the 
grant of any irrevocable special privilege by 
any law, general orspecial. This ordinance 
is @ special law, and grants a special exclu- 
stve privilege, while the constitution pro- 
hibits the grant by special act of any 
exclusive privilege, to any individual 
whether the same be revocable or not. The 
Municipal Assembly is a special, not a 
general assembiy like the Legislature. [ft 
can Go only what the charter gives it power 
todo. The charter itself must conform to 
the constitution and laws of the State. It 
gives norightto grant an exclusive special 
privilege to an individual either revocabie or 
irrevocabie, and ifit did the charter would 
Violate the constitution and be void. 

2. The act of 18% prohibits the sale of 
liquorstna district embraced within lines 
run 600 feet outside of the park. The city 
contends that the charter gives it the con- 
trol of the park, and thus the act is repeaied.

The melody of the tender old hymn rose 
above the coffin of little Sadie McArthur as it 
rested in the modest parlor of her parents’ 
residence, No. 1517 Bacon street, this morn- 
ing. Around the small white casket were 
gathered not only the bereaved family and 
their neighborhood friends, but many of the 
officers and members of the Cook Avenue 
Methodist Church, while the Sunday- 
school scholars of that church, boys and 
girls, and the teachers flocked about the 
touching picture, overflowing from the house 
to the yard and reaching out into the street. 
There they merged intothe crowd that had 
assembled to witness the closing act of the 
tragedy of Tuesday last, a crowd that filled 
the entire street and which was also com- 
posed of little children. An almost 
perfect hush rested on the entire scene as the 
first notes of the hymn, floating out through 
the darkened windows and, as the lines were 
reached—

Two white horses were attached to 
and their driver stood by 
awaiting the arrival of 
the little coffin that was to furnish 
his pathetic burden to the cemetery. 
Ranging along the block were many car- 
riages. It was noticeable that two especial- 
ly stood before the Bender and Held resi- 
dences opposite, from which were to come 
tn wettie party that had shared the peril of 
the Forest Park storm—where Sadie Mc- 
Arthur died. There were also many private 
equipages among the number. Crowding all 
through and among these waiting vehicies 
were the reverent spectators gathered fora 
little child’s funeral. Shortly before 10 
o’clock the children of the Cook Avenue 
Sunday-school had arrived under charge 
of their teachers, and from that time 
onward the assembling of friends and 
strangers alike was rapid and increasing. It 
testified to the thrill of sorrow and sympathy 
that had touched so many thousand hearts 
when the sad news of the tragedy in Forest 
Park was first published. 
A SIMPLE, BUT SAD STORY. 
It had been decided by the family this 
morning that the funeral services should be 
conducted at the house instead of the church. 
Rev. B. M. Messick, pastor of the Cook Av- 
enue Methodist Church, was among the first 
to arrive in consequence, and he had at once 
gone to his post beside the little 
white coffin, at the head of which 


gat the almost heart-broken mother, clad 


in deepest black, with Alba, the 4-year-old 
tot who had miraculously escaped the 
lightning stroke, at her side. Shortly after 
10 o’ clock Dr. Messick arose, prayer-book in 
hand, and his deep voice began the simple 
ceremony of his church. He read first the 
grand poetry of the psalm wherein King 
David's soul goes out in grief over the boay 
of his dead child. Then followed the chapter 
from Matthew in which Jesus said: ‘‘Suffer 
littie children to come unto me, and forbid 
them not, for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.’’ At the close of this chapter the 
minister next read the biblical picture of the 
rd leading his lost lamb from the 
bleack mountains to the safety of his own 
fold, and then closing his Bible he told the 
story of little Sadie McArthur’s life. It was 
arecital so touching in its simplicity and 
pathos that it brought tears to the eyes of all 
within hearing, and caused the preacher 
himself to stop more than once during its 
progress. The story was only that ofa little 
girl beloved by all who knew her, one whose 
sweet childish treble conld always be heard 
amidst the singing of the Sunday school 
hymns she loved, one whose bright and will- 
ing service in the Sunday-school had en- 
Geared her to many whom she did 
not even know. He recalled the memory 
of several Sunday-school celebrations 
at which littie ‘Sadie McArthur had recited, 
and dwelt upon the pure, clear, innocent 
voice that was now heard only among the 
angels. Then the preacher spoke of the 
awful scene amidst which the little girl had 
died, the one sudden lightning-flash that had 
claimed sucha life asits victim.

FRANK GABEL’S DEATH. 


Police Office r French May Be Held Respon 
sible for It. 

An investigation was made to-day by the 
police and the Coroner of the circumstances 
which led to the death of a man named 
Frank Gabel, who died yesterday afternoon 
from injuries received on May 25, while re- 
sisting officers. Gabel lived at No. 1206 North 
Twelfth street, and it was there that the 
trouble occurred which led to his death. 

For some time complaints had been made 
to the police that a troop of small boys were 
playing ball in the alley back of Gabel’s house 
and creating all sorts of disturbances. The 
Police Department sent Officers French and 
Kintzinger to keep the boys away. The po- 
licemen chased them off several 
times, but had made  ~»no ‘arrests. 
On the 25th of last month they determined to 
arrest some of the boys and chased one of 
them into Gabel’s back yard. There the 
policemen were met by Gabel and Henry 
Meier, who would not permit the arrest, a 
fight ‘ensued and both Meier and Gabel 
were severely beaten by the two 
policemen. They were sent to the City Dis- 
pensary, and a charge of interfering with 
Officers placed againstthem. Both men were 
then released under bond.

HIS LAST ILLNESS. 

He arrived there with his son, Joseph Kline 
Emmet, Jr., and his secretary, Mr. Sullivan, 
on Friday, June5. He was then apparently 
in his usual good health, except that he had 
a slight cold, contracted on his return voy- 
age from Europe. June 8 he was at- 
tacked with a congestive chill, and 
Dr. s. D. Harrison, the house 
physician, was at once summoned. Next 
day pronounced symptoms of pneumonia set 
inand immediately assumed serious propor- 
tions. On the third day of his illness Dr. 
Janeway of New York was called to consult 
professionally with Dr. Harrison. But he 
could give no encouragement, and s0 
went away. Late Saturday afternoon 
Emmet commenced to sink-rapidly, and 
Sunday passed into a state of 
unconsciousness from which he never 
rallied. He died very peacefully at 11:45 
o’clock on Monday morning. Miss Helen 
Sedgwick, to whom it is said Emmet was en- 
gaged to be married, was at his bedside 
during his last illness and remained with him 
until bis eyes were closed in death, 

HE SANG AS HE DIED. 

The features of the dead comedian are said 
to look quite lifelike, possessing none of the 
pallor usually accompanyingdeath. Emmet, 
during the few days of semi-health he en- 
joyed while here, had arranged with Rams- 
car, who is a thorough musi- 
cian, to write him the score of a 
new song which he intended to introduce in a 
piece he wasto produce during the coming 
season, The words were to have been writ- 
ten by Emmet, the song to be entitled ‘‘Is 
There Room for Me?’’ The story on which 
the song was to have been based being the 
plaintive plea of an orphan girl for admit- 
tancetoa boys’ home in London. A few 
hours before the last attack of sickness 
‘*Fritz’’ descended to the  pariors, 
and seating himself at the piano played 
an accompaniment and’ sang the 
lullaby that is so intimately connected with 
his fame asanactor. It was the last act of 
which he was conscious, although frequently 
in his delirium he would break out in 
snatches of his favorite melodies. The death 
of Emmet Casta gloom over the village, in 
which he was idolized. The residents ex- 
pected that some day he would settle down 
among them and make the village his home. 
He was already in negotiation for the pur- 
chase of a villa site.

There was a splendid attendance at the 
races yesterday and the track was much bet- 
ter than the people anticipated it would be.

SULLIVAN AND SLAVIN. 

Slavin’s defeat of Kilrain shows the 
Australian to be the one man living whois 
best qualified tofight John L. Sullivan. His 
contest with Kilrain resulted just as this 
paper frequentiy said it would. He out- 
classed the American completely, and Slavin 
furthemmore proved that he was a man capa- 
ble of standing punishment as well as being a 
terrific hitter. A match between him 
and Sullivan would be an interesting one, as 
the champion has never met a man who 
ranks with the Australian. Because Kilrain 
lasted so long with Sullivan and so short a 
time with Slavin, it must not be argued,how- 
ever, that the latter is a better man than the 
champion. If Sullivan had fought Kilrain 
under the same rules, the Baltimorean would 
not have lasted long. Under Marquis of 
Queensberry rules, a man must stand up and 
fight, whereas he can save himself and 
prolong a battle greatly under  Lon- 
don prize ring rules, which governed 
the Sullivan-Kilrain battle. Neither Mitchell 
nor Kilrain would have remained long with 
the Bostonian under Queensberry rules. A 
man has to stand up and fight for three min- 
utes at a time under Queensberry rules before 
he can get his one minute’s rest at the end of 
a round, and ifat any time during that three 
minutes he remains on the floor ten seconds 
he is counted out. Under prize ring rules he 
can fallevery time he is touched and that 
closes the round and he gets his full inter- 
mission instead of having to get up inside 
of 10 seconds and resume fighting. 
A fighter cannot after dazing a 
man follow up his advantage and knock his 
manout. Then a@ man can save himself by 
clinching and wrestling in prize-ring rules, 
while in Queenberry rules wrestling is pro- 
hibited, and when the men clinch the referee 
separates them. A match between Jackson 
and Slavin is spoken of. If it occurs the 
negro will be whipped, as he cannot hit hard 
enough to best Slavin, although he is a more 
scientific fighter. Jim Corbett would not be 
in it either with Slavin for the same reason, 
nor does the young Californian appear to be 
anxious for anotherfight. Jackson gave him 
all he wanted, and Jim is now confining him- 
self to making speeches. 

THE SLAVIN-KILRAIN DECISION. 

Referee Jere Dunn has rendered his decision 
in the Slavin-Kliirain fight. He gives the 
former the contest and the 75 per cent of the 
$10,000;purse that goes with the decision, while 
Kilrain receives as a consolation the loser’s 2 
per cent of the purse, $2,500. All bets that 
Kilrain would be Knocked out inside often 
rounds were declared off. The decision in re- 
gard to bets meets with some criticism, 
as it was expected it would. The case 
is a peculiar one. Kilrain’s friends claim 
that although weak and groggy he was 
merely killing time and if the gong had been 
sounded at the proper time he would have 
been up again and could have stayed the re- 
maining round. Muldoon denounces John 
Kelly, the time-kKeeper, for not sounding the 
gong at the propertime.

RAILROAD RATE WAR 


THE CHICAGO & ALTON ROAD AWAITING 
FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS. — 


The Reduction Met by Competing Lises— 
~The Alton May Indulge in Further 
Rate Smashing-—The Position of the 
Cc. & A. 


AS was generally expected the Western 
Passenger Association has authorized all 
lines competing with the Alton to lower 
local rates between St. Louis and Kan- 
Sas City and Kansas City and Chica- 
go. The Alton cut has been accordingly 
met all around and =—rallroad men 
are now resting on their oars and looking for 
further developments. The round trip rate 
between Kansas City and St. Louls is now 
$13.50 and $20 between Kansas City and Chica- 
g0. Nochange has been made in the St. 
Louis-Chicago rates, which remain at $5.75 to 
Chicago, and $7.50 from Chicago to St. Loults. 
The Alton management is still fired with the 
determination that it shall not suffer by 
reason of the boycott on its line maintained 
by the Eastern roads. If it discovers that it 
is still at a disadvantage by reason of the 
action of the other roads another cut will be 
made, 

THE ALTON’S EXPLANATION. 

Western Passenger Agent Bowes of the OC. 
& A. returned this morning from Chicago 
and said that the position of the Alton 
was misununderstood. ‘‘All that the ©. & 
A. wants,’’ he said, ‘‘is equality. The system 
was placed at a disadvantage by reason 
of the Western Association establishing 
tourist rates with the Eastern lines that are 
boycotting the C. @A. road. All the Alton 
asked was fair and equitable treatment that 
would leave it in a position to get its share of 
the tourist business. It wasopposed to the 
action of the Western Association making 
that arrangement, but it was made, never- 
theless, over its objection. The Alton made 
the cut so as to place itself in a position to 
compete with the lines selling coupons 
over Eastern roads and. the other 
roads have made the same reduction. 
Under the present arrangement it seems 
that it would be cheaper fora passenger to 
purchase a roundtrip ticketto Sst. Louis or 
Chicago from Kansas City and 
purchase from those cities to 
his Eastern destination, than purchase 
a through ticket. If this proves to be the 
case the Alton willbe at no disadvantage, 
notwithstanding the action of the other 
roads in meeting the reduction, and will 
hardly make a further reduction.’’ 

WESTERN ROADS DISSATISFIED. 

The opinion is gaining ground that the 
Western Association will be forced to take 
some decided action with reference to the 
Eastern boycott on the Alton. The roads that 
are doing the boycotting have thus far suf- 
fered but little if any in comparison with the 
Western competitors of the Alton. It is 
claimed in some quarters that the present 
trouble may lead up toa combination of the 
Western lines against the Eastern roads. 
The Alton has shown its deflance 
of the Western Association rules 
and railroad men say there is no telling just 
when it will stop, if the Eastern boycotters 
are allowed to have their way. 

The roads directly concerned in the cut 
rates are the Wabash, Missouri Pacific, Rock 
Island, Chicago & Northwestern, and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul.

MILLIONAIRE ROBERTSON’S PROPERTY. 


Interesting Entanglements Being Formed 
Over the Settlement of the Estate. 


HUNTINGDON, Pa., June 18.—Interesting en- 
tanglements are beingiformed over the settle- 
ment of the estate of millionaire L. A. Robert- 
son, who died recently in Brooklyn, leaving 
extensive landed interests in Pennsylvania, 
New York and West Virginia. Letters of ad- 
ministration were granted by the Register of 
Brooklyn, Immediately thereafter surprise 
was Created by the appearance of a woman 
who posed as Robertson’s widow and laid 
claim to her right of dowry. Robertson was 
a bachelor, and the woman finally confessed 
that she was an imposter. To complicate mat- 
ters further certain relatives of the de- 
ceased, who will profit more liberally if they 
can show that Mr. Robertson wasfja resident 
of Pennsylvania, instead of New York, have 
had letters of administration issued by the 
Register of Warren County, this State, so 
that now there are two administrators, one 
in New York and the other in’ Pennsylvania. 
The contest before them involves the chil- 
Gren of Mr. Robertson’s uncles and aunts, 
who will inherlt part of the estate 
if it shall be proved that the de- 
scendant was a resident of Pennsylvania. 
Another feature of the case is that if Mr. 
Robertson shall be declared to have been a 
resident of Pennsylvania, the State will col- 
lect a collateral inheritance tax on the 
whole of his $2,000,000 estate, no matter 
where the property is situated, whereas if it 
is decided that at the time of his death he 
was acitizen of New York, that State will 
only collect its 5 per cent on the value of 
what estate they have in Pennsyvania. The 
Mapleton tannery belonging to the estate in 
this county is appraised at $200,000 and the 
Warren County property is worth $800,000.
